* THE END SEAT IN THE PEW. 


It Is the Place Occupied oy the Protector 


of the Family. 


"It is common • enough," said Mr.

I fancy that 
his sisters are rather glad when they are 
all seated aud no longer conspicuous, 
but upon his mother's face as she brushes 
past him into tho pew there is a smile 
of affectionate pride, and then he takes 
his seat in his father's place and sits 
there with fiuo boyish dignity."—New 
York Sou.

Tbe robbers had the leg of an 
old pair of overalls tied at one oinl as 
tbey went through the first car and 
made the passengers, who were few in 
number, put their coin and valuables 
in it, the fireman being custodian and 
guard, behind which they stood. 


The colored porter in a tourist 


sleeper just beyond the day coach be- 
came aware that a robbery was in pro- 
g-ess, ana knowing that Sheriff Bogard 
waa in a berth called to him. That 
heroic man wask in his shoes and 
trousers in a minute, and, with his 
heavy revolver, started for the door 
to the north. He crossed the platform 
between the sleeper and tbe day coach 
and as he entered tbe latter at tbe 
south door the robbers came in at the 
north. 
The Sheriff stepped to one 


side, aimed aud fired. His ballet 
dropped the man nearest him, bat the 
second failed to reach its target 


One of the robbers must have seen 


Bogard enter, and on doing so, jumped 
down and running along the side of tho 
car, entered and shot him from the 
rear. This deduction is made from tbe 
location of tbe fatal wound, which was 
in the main right artery in the back 
just below the kidneys.

GREAT INLAND SEAS. 


"S.ilt Lake formerly spread itself out 


over the Utah basin, covering some 
20,000 square miles with an altitude 
1,0(10 feet higher than at present. 
It 


emptied northward into Snake river 
and thence by the Columbia into the 
Pacific, but gradually it dried up until 
it lost its outlet and left in its place a 
sandy desert. So in the Nevada basin, 
that great desert where so many have 
perished. 


"Of that vast sheet of water but a 


dozen small lakes now remain. 
But, 


unlike the Utah basin, its outlet has 
never been discovered. 


"In the river beds we find the finest 


evidences of the glacial epoch. Now, 
in this respect, California differs from 
the rest of the North American Conti- 
nent. 
She bud her own peculiar river 


trenchflB, the same as she bad her own 
glacier manufactory, if I may be al- 
lowed to use tbe term. 


"On the eastern slope, when the con- 


tinent was raised, as I told you, 3,000 
feet above the present level, the rivers 
cut deep gullies, but when the earth 
subsided again they rose once more to 
the earth's level by depositing sedi- 
ment to form a new bed. 
They run in 


the same course now, however, that 
they did at tbat time. 


"Now, California had her own littln 


elevation and subsidence of tbe earth 
just as she had glaciers all her own 
But unlike the East her elevation was 
accompanied by an eruption all along 
the range, and tbe lava overflowing tbe 
whole country filled up the river beds 
and changed the coi rse of many of tbe 
rivers entirely. This is true of all the 
rivers in Central California, and now 
we find the old river beds high up in 
the mountains. The evidence of them

with ideas and habits of far reaching 
and lasting benefit. In this country 
we are just waking up to -vhat France 
and Germany and Switzerland realized 
many years ago. 


Beno is fortunate in being among 


the few coast toxvn to take up the mat- 
ter in earnest. It must not be mixed 
with Primary work—tbat mixture killed 
it. here some years ago, and has every- 
where been fatal to it. It is a wond 
distinct from books and book tasks 
and no attempt should ever be made
